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SUMMARY: SHORT MORNING PLENARY COVERED DISCUSSION OP SOVIET 
ORGANIZATION PROPOSAL, POCUSING ON RELATIONSHIP OP WORKING 
GROUPS TO MAIN (COORDINATIN) COMMITTEE AND ON ORGANIZA- 
TIONAL MATTERS RELATED TO AGENDA. SENSING THE PRESSURE OP 
TIME THE CONPERENCE AGREED TO WORK ON SATURDAY. LATE 
MORNING AND APTERNOON DRAFTING GROUP SESSIONS CONTINUED 
INCONCLUSIVE DISCUSSION OP AGENDA ITEMS IN SWISS NON-PAPER, 
PARTICULARLY CONTRIBUTIONS OP NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN 
STATES, ECE AND UNESCO AND AGENDA ORDER. FRG REP SUGGESTED 
REGROUPING OP ITEMS TO SHORTEN AGENDA ALONG LINES SUGGESTED 
BY USDEL LAST WEEK. END SUMMARY. 
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1. IN MORNING PLENARY, IRISH REP PRESENTED ANALYSIS OP 
PROBLEMS IN SOVIET ORGANIZATION PROPOSAL (REPTEL), POCUSING 
ON STRUCTURAL AMBIGUITIES AND IMPRACTICALITIES. HE 
ARGUED THAT PROPOSED DERIVATION OP WORKING BODIES PROM 
PLENARY CONTRADICTED SOVIET SUGGESTION THAT PLENARY SHOULD 
BE BASIC PORUM, THAT TASK OP WORKING GROUPS SHOULD BE TO 
DRAPT, NOT MERELY TO REPEAT PLENARY DISCUSSION, AND THAT 
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SMALLER DELEGATIONS' RESOURCES WOULD BE STRAINED IE ALL 
BUT TRACTION OE WORK WERE PLACED IN PLENARY, THUS 
PROTRACTING REVIEW PROCESS. 

2. SOVIET REP PREEERRED TO SEE ONLY MINOR DIVER- 
GENCIES IN COMMENTS, WHICH COULD BE COMPROMISED, NOT 
DIEFERENCES OE PRINCIPLE. HE SAID PRECEDENT OF GENEVA 
WORK PROCEDURES SHOULD NOT PREVENT COMMENCING NEW 
PROCESS EOR NEW TYPE OE CSCE MEETING OE WHICH BELGRADE 
WAS EIRST EXAMPLE. 

3. DRAFTING GROUP CONSIDERED PLACEMENT IN AGENDA OE CON- 
TRIBUTIONS OF NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES 
AND OF ECE AND UNESCO. FRENCH REP FELT CONTRIBUTIONS 
SHOULD BE PLACED ON AGENDA AETER THOROUGH EXCHANGE OE 
VIEWS ON IMPLEMENTATION AND OE NEW PROPOSALS, WITH 
PROCEDURAL PROVISO INDICATING CONTRIBUTIONS WOULD 
ACTUALLY BE MADE DURING AGENDA ITEM ON THOROUGH EXCHANGE 
OE VIEWS. HUNGARIAN, SOVIET AND GDR REPS SUGGESTED 
GENERAL DEBATE ON STATE OE AEFAIRS IN EUROPE TWO YEARS 
AETER HELSINKI, TO BE EOLLOWED BY CONTRIBUTIONS EROM 

ECE AND UNESCO, NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES, 
EOLLOWED BY THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON IMPLEMENTATION 
AND NEW PROPOSALS. SWISS REP SUGGESTED HEARING 
NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES AS PART OP THOROUGH 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS RATHER THAN PART OF GENERAL DEBATE. IF 
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THERE WERE NO GENERAL DEBATE, THEY COULD BE LINKED TO 
OPENING STATEMENTS OR TREATED AS SEPARATE ITEM PROM EX- 
CHANGE OF VIEWS. ROMANIAN REP PELT THEY COULD BE PLACED 
ANYWHERE, WHEREVER THEY WOULD BE MOST EFPECTIVE 
IN DISCUSSION, BUT PREFERABLY UNDER ITEM ON THOROUGH EX- 
CHANGE OP VIEWS. ITALIAN REP PELT CONTRIBUTIONS CONNECTED 
WITH THOROUGH EXCHANGE OP VIEWS, BUT THAT NON-PARTICIPATING 
MEDITERRANEAN STATES SHOULD PRECEDE ECE/UNESCO 

STATEMENTS MALTESE REP WAS UNHAPPY AT THOUGHT OP 

PLACING THESE CONTRIBUTIONS AFTER THE THOROUGH 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS, SINCE THEY WOULD THEN NOT BE TAKEN INTO 
CONSIDERATION IN EXCHANGE OP VIEWS. 

4. US REP EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ABOUT SEPARATE AGENDA 
ITEM CALLED A GENERAL DEBATE. HE SAID PINAL ACT PORESEES MORE 
LIMITED THOROUGH EXCHANGE OP VIEWS, WHICH IS DIPPERENT; 

AND REITERATED US SUPPORT EOR CLEAR DISTINCTION BETWEEN 
IMPLEMENTATION REVIEW AND NEW PROPOSALS. US REP ALSO 
SAW PRENCH SUGGESTION EOR PLACEMENT OF CONTRIBUTIONS FROM 
NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES AND ECE AND 
UNESCO AS EXCELLENT BASIS EOR A SOLUTION ON THIS POINT, 

UNDER WHICH CONTRIBUTIONS WOULD BE MADE IN CONTEXT OP 
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THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 
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5. FRG REP SUGGESTED NEW GROUPING OF AGENDA ITEMS, AND 
ADDED ITEM ELEVEN: FINAL PUBLIC SESSION. IN NEW 
GROUPING, INAUGURAL SESSION WOULD BE LISTED UNDER POINT 
ONE WITH SUBITEMS LETTERED A, B, C, D, (ITEMS 1-4 IN 
SWISS NON-PAPER); OPENING STATEMENTS WOULD BECOME POINT 
TWO, THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS POINT THREE, MEDITERRANEAN 
STATES AND ECE/UNESCO POINT FOUR (SEVEN AND SIX REVERSED 
AND COMBINED), AND POINTS 9, 10 AND 1 1 WOULD BECOME 
5, 6 AND 7...EXPLANATORY NOTE WOULD ESTABLISH DETAILS 
AND MODALITIES FOR THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. WORKING 
BODIES WOULD BE ESTABLISHED PARALLEL TO PLENARY. UK 
REP SUGGESTED AGENDA MIGHT EVENTUALLY BE DIVIDED INTO 
THREE MAIN SUBDIVISIONS; OPENING (PUBLIC) PHASE; (THROUGH 
OPENING STATEMENTS BY 35 PARTICIPATING STATES); WORKING 
PHASE, INCLUDING THOROUGH EXCHANGE OF VIEWS AND 
CONSIDERATION OF MODALITIES FOR FURTHER MEETINGS, AND 
FINAL (PUBLIC) PHASE INCLUDING ADOPTION OF FINAL DOCU- 
MENT AND CLOSING STATEMENTS. 
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6. ROMANIAN REP WONDERED WHETHER DELEGATIONS COULD AGREE 
ON A SINGLE AGENDA ITEM PROVIDING FOR CONTRIBUTIONS OF 
NON-PARTICIPATING MEDITERRANEAN STATES AND BY ECE AND 
UNESCO, WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO EVENTUAL DECISION ON ITS 
NUMBER OR SPECIFIC POSITION IN AGENDA. YUGOSLAV 
REP REQUESTED MORE TIME TO CONSIDER. 
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
